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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Note 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the response filed 14 December 2006. The claims included 
therein, however, are improper since claim 1 has was previously cancelled in the amendment 
filed 25 September 2006, and new claim 2 introduced. As such, claim 1 cannot be readmitted, so 
the claims filed 14 December 2006 will not be entered or considered. The claims as considered 
by Examiner are those which were filed 25 September 2006, which include claim 2. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: LI , L2, Dl, D2, 
D3, al , a2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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6. Regarding claim 2, the phrases "such as" and "like" render the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Riley (3676992). 

Riley teaches a fluid spinning system for spinning textile fibers within a fluid medium 
under pressure comprising a closed conduction unit having two or more conduits containing a 
circulating fluid, the fibers are dragged and spun, nozzles for injecting the fluid to cause a 
Venturi effect, shape and structure means for modifying the diameter of the nozzles to control 
the flow, programming, and controls (Figure 1). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Edagawa et al (3822543), Wust et al (20030101710), and Benson (41 19253) all teach 
what is well known in the art.
